O’Conor Advocates Increased Wages, 
Lighter Pupil Load for Teachers; 
Recommends 12 Year School System 


Council Appoints Charles Drass, 


In a radio speech broadcast over 
station WBAL Thursday evening, 
Dec. 7, Governor Herbert R. O’¬ 
Conor outlined a ten-point pro¬ 
gram for the improvement of 
Maryland’s school system, based 
upon the studies and recommenda¬ 
tions of a Central Commission the 
Governor appointed in 1940 to 
study educational needs. ©’Conor’s 
program incorporates all the rec¬ 
ommendations of the State Con¬ 
gress of Parents and Teachers and 
the State Teachers Associations, 
and is expected to find wide sup¬ 
port when it is presented to the 
state legislature. 

O’Conor’s plan would inaugurate 
(1) Establishment of a state-wide 
12 year school system (at the pres¬ 
ent time only three counties, Al¬ 
legheny, Montgomery, and Wash¬ 
ington and Baltimore City have a 
12 year system). (2) Reduction of 
teacher student load from the 
present level of average attend¬ 
ance of 40 to 35 students. (3) In¬ 
crease of state teachers’ salaries to 
a minimum of $1500 per year and 
a maximum of $2250, the latter 
figure to be reached after 17 years 
experience (There is nothing, how¬ 
ever, to prevent the counties from 
adding to this any amount desired) 
(4) An educational program for re¬ 
turning veterans. (5) A program 
of health education, and special 
curricula in agriculture, home eco¬ 
nomics and industrial arts. (6) A 
program of adult vocational train¬ 
ing. specifically directed to help 
utilize war-learned skills in peace 
time work. (7) Establishment of 
self-supporting junior colleges, to 
be worked out in cooperation with 
the already existing Colleges and 
Universities. (8) A program to 
help local groups in planning their 
etxension of education. (9) Elimi¬ 
nation of tuition fees in the state 
teachers colleges in order to in¬ 
crease the number of teachers 
available and to attract worth¬ 
while material to the teaching pro¬ 
fession. (10) No discrimination 
between white and colored teach¬ 
ers in payment of salaries. Negro 
teachers with the same qualifica¬ 
tions, experience and responsibili¬ 


ties of whte teachers are to be 
paid on the same basis as white 
teachers. 

Governor O’Conor paid tribute 
to teachers as the most important 
single factor in the education of 
the child, and saluted those who 
remained at their jobs in spite of 
the inducement of better pay out¬ 
side of the educational system.

He laughed 
when he said this. “There are a 
lot more ladies than men over 
there.”

We were in¬ 
clined to believe him, too, at least 
until his work gets back to normal 
and he is assured of the well-being 
of his family in Italy.
